Kahn, the N ew York banker, reports 
that Great Britain's army salvag e system has saved 
the nation $5 00,000.000 in three years, out of thing s 
which form erly went into the scrap heap. 
O ur own army is learning and applying the les­ 
son. 
M anifestly, an army's possibilities in that direc­ 
tion are extrem ely limited compared with the possibil­ 
ities in a whole nation's economic life. 
“ If, after the w ar/' says Mr. Kahn, “ we find 
ways of applying in civil life the lessons now being 
¡earned as to the use and value of materials hereto­ 
fore considered absolute waste, the possibility of the 
creation of wealth by that means in this country a l­ 
most stag g ers the im ag ination.” 
That is quite true. 
But why wait until after the 
war?

of good physique and mentality be made into a com ­ 
petent nurse. 
The demand for women with nursing training i> 
g oin g to increase rapidly for a number of years.

will not cease immediately upon the close of the war. 
T he idea of the draft may seem radical, but with the 
men it lias succeeded admirably. 
It will bear think­ 
ing about for the girls. 


CHINA’S THOROUGH JOB 


It may take a long time for China to wake up to 
a modern need. 
But when it does wake up, it is 
likely to surprise.

A nnouncem ent has been made that the Chinese 
g overnm ent lias decided to deport all Germans.
